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Presidential Address 


Achievements in patient care must continue 


hen doctors are 
being assailed ev- 
ery day by com- 
plaints about the 
problems of our health care delivery 
system, it’s easy for us to lose sight 
of the tremendous progress that has 
been made in the care of patients, and 
how much better our diagnostic and 
therapeutic results are today than they 
were just a short time ago,” W. Gerald 
Austen, MD, FACS, the newly installed 
President of the College, said in his 
Presidential Address last evening. 

Dr. Austen shared with the audience 
some of the extraordinary achieve- 
ments in patient care that have occured 
since his initiation into the College in 
1964. During the presentation entitled 


“Surgery Is a Great Career,” which he 
delivered at the conclusion of Convo- 
cation ceremonies in the Grand Ball- 
room of the New Orleans Hilton, Dr. 
Austen told Initiates that “you have 
achieved an important milestone — full 
acceptance by your peers as an inde- 
pendent and respected surgeon.” 

Dr. Austen reviewed achievements in 
patient care that have taken place in 
the fields of cardiac surgery, vascular 
surgery, orthopaedic surgery, urology, 
transplantation, pediatric surgery, oto- 
rhinolaryngology, neurosurgery, plastic 
surgery, and general surgery. 

“These advances have not been 
cheap,” Dr. Austen noted. “Contem- 
porary research is costly with respect 
to both personnel and equipment. So, 


too, is clinical practice. Heart, liver, 
lung and pancreas transplantation; 
coronary bypass surgery; microvascu- 
lar surgery — all are very costly today 
and none was available in 1964,” he 
said. “It is important for us as sur- 
geons to help a confused public dif- 
ferentiate between the legitimate costs 
of medicine and such questionable ex- 
penditures as excessive administrative 
overhead, unnecessary services, and 
inflated costs created by our legal sys- 
tem,” Dr. Austen said. 

“Indeed, as I think of all the mar- 
velous improvements in patient care 
that have occurred in recent years, I 
feel grateful to be a surgeon, and very 
proud of my profession,” Dr. Austen 
stated. “Surgery is a great career that 


gives us the opportunity to relieve the 
suffering of others; we can do that 
much better today than we could 28 
years ago, and I have no doubt that 
you will do it vastly better 28 years 
from now,” he said. 

“As we look back with pride at the 
accomplishments of the past, and an- 
ticipate with excitement the advances 
yet to come, we should remind our- 
selves to use these achievements 
wisely, to listen to our patients, to an- 
swer their questions fully, and to show 
concern for their welfare — for there is 
no substitute for human attention and 
compassion. Please remember that, 
when all is said and done, the quality 
of patient care is still the most impor- 
tant thing,” Dr. Austen concluded. 



Dr. MacLean chosen as 
ACS President-Elect 


L loyd D. MacLean, OC, MD, 
PhD, FRCSC, FRCS(Ed), 
FACS, the immediate past 
Chairman of the ACS Program 
Committee, was named President-Elect 
yesterday afternoon at the annual meet- 
ing of Fellows and Initiates, which took 
place at the New Orleans Convention 
Center. 

Dr. MacLean, who is the Edward 
W. Archibald Professor of Surgery, 
department of surgery, McGill 
University, and surgeon at Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Montreal, PQ, will 
be installed as President of the College 
at the 1993 Clinical Congress in San 
Francisco, CA. 

Dr. MacLean received a BSc degree 
from the University of Alberta in 1946 
and a medical degree from the same 
institution in 1949. He took his post- 
graduate education at the University 
of Alberta Hospital and the University 
of Minnesota Hospital, Minneapolis. 
He obtained a PhD degree in physiol- 
ogy from the University of Minnesota 
(Minneapolis) in 1957. 

He began his professional associa- 
tion with McGill University in 1962 as 


professor of surgery; he served as 
chairman of the department of surgery 
at McGill 1968-1973, 1977-1982, and 
1987-1988. In 1987 Dr. MacLean was 
named the Edward W. Archibald Pro- 
fessor of Surgery at McGill Univer- 
sity. Dr. MacLean was named 
surgeon-in-chief at Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital in Montreal in 1962, a position 
he maintained until 1988. 

Dr. MacLean holds membership in 
over 25 medical societies. He has been 
the president of the American Surgi- 
cal Society, the Central Surgical As- 
sociation, and the James IV Association 
of Surgeons. He became a Fellow of 
the College in 1959, and has served 
as Chairman of the ACS Program Com- 
mittee since 1985. Dr. MacLean also 
served as College Secretary from 1981 
to 1982. He was named a Regent of 
the College in 1983. The 40th volume 
of Surgical Forum is dedicated to Dr. 
MacLean. 

In 1985, he became an officer of the 
Order of Canada in recognition of his 
broad and far-reaching contributions 
to surgery in Canada.

S. Stuart Mally receives top College honor 


T he highest honor awarded by 
the American College of Sur- 
geons, the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award, was presented to 
S. Stuart Mally, MD, FACS, of Atlan- 
tic City, NJ, at the Annual Meeting of 
Fellows and Initiates yesterday after- 
noon. Dr. Mally has capably served 
the College in several capacities. He 
has been the Liaison Officer, Execu- 
tive Councillor, and President of the 
New Jersey Chapter; he is currently 
Governor-at-Large for the State of New 
Jersey, a member of the local Com- 
mittee on Applicants, a member of the 
College’s Committee on Trauma, and 
a member of the Governors’ Commit- 
tee for Professional Liability. 

In recognizing the contributions that 
Dr. Mally has made to the field of sur- 


gery, the College acknowledges his 
as a “career marked by numerous sur- 
gical distinctions, achievement of high 
office in professional organizations, and 
as chairman of the illustrious Sheen 
Awards Election Committee for an out- 
standing physician under the aegis of 
the National Westminster Bank of New 
Jersey.” 

The College also extended its ap- 
preciation for Dr. Mally’s “dedication 
to his community and to his patients, 
as an outstanding clinical surgeon who 
has endeavored to improve the qual- 
ity of surgical care locally as well as 
through the activities of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons.” 

Dr. Mally has been on the surgical 
staff of Shore Memorial Hospital in 
Somers Point, NJ, since 1955, serving 


two terms as president of the hospital 
staff and two terms as chairman of the 
department of surgery. He has also 
been a member of the surgical staff 
of the Atlantic City Medical Center 
since 1955, and is currently a consult- 
ant in surgery there. 

Dr. Mally is president of the Soci- 
ety of Surgeons of New Jersey and 
Past President of the New Jersey Chap- 
ter of the American College of Sur- 
geons. He is a founding member and 
past president of the American Trauma 
Society. He has served on the execu- 
tive board of the Atlantic County Can- 
cer Society as well as on the executive 
board of the Ruth Newman Shapiro 
Cancer and Heart Association.

City of Presidents 

N ew Orleans has been home to four past Presidents of the American 

College of Surgeons: Rudolph Matas (1925-1926), C. Jeff Miller (1930-31), 
Alton Ochsner (1951-52), and Howard Mahorner (1970-71). 

Each of the Presidents held the city in high esteem. In January 1927, at the 
age of 30, Alton Ochsner was invited to journey from the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison to the Tulane Medical School in New Orleans to be interviewed 
for the position of chairman of surgery. Dr. Ochsner left Madison in a blizzard 
and boarded the deluxe Panama Limited in Chicago, IL. He stepped off the 
next morning in New Orleans to be greeted by a beautiful sunny day, and to be 
impressed by the first palm trees he had ever seen. “It seemed to be as much 
like heaven as anything could be,” he said. 

New Orleans will again host the ACS Clinical Congress from October 22-27, 
1995.
